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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 4 and 6 are objected to because of the following informalities: Both 
claims recite the light storage film being formed on "the surface" of the light guide plate. 
It is unclear which surface applicant is referring to since the light guide plate inherently 
has 2 surfaces other than the two opposed sides. Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-6 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Although cited art Lengyel discloses a prismatic light guide plate with a 
phosphor coating on the interior reflective surface of the housing, the prior art cited of 
record does not teach the following: a light guide plate having opposed sides and being 
optically coupled to the light source for emitting light incident from the light source 
through one opposed side thereof the light guide plate being formed with convexes and 
concaves having different densities or sizes depending upon the distance from the light 
source on one side thereof and a reflective film which is disposed on the other 
opposed side of the light guide plate wherein: 

• The reflective film comprises a light storage material incorporated in the reflective 
film; 

• The light guide plate is made of transparent material in which a light storage 
material is blended; 
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• A light storage film is formed on the surface of the light guide plate; 

• A light storage film is formed on the surface of the light guide plate; and wherein 
the concentration of the light storage material in the light storage material in the 
light storage layer is increased from its one end adjacent to the light source to the 
other end thereof.
